The Savannah News, of the'llth, says that the |

On Wednesday lest a train arrived trom Frank- 
fort at Louisville, Ky., containing 1,162 rebel 
prisoners, a part of those captured at Cumberland 
Gap by Gen. Burnsrpe atthe time of the surren-: 
der of that place. The prisoners were a very 
common-looking set of fellows, and were dressed 
in every costume concelvable. We understand 
that the remainder, nearly. 1,300 in number, would 
arrive yesterday and be sent forward to Camp 
Dougias. The prisoners arrived represented four 
regiments from Virginia, Georgia, North Carolina 
aid Tennessee. 

Army correspondents give further, particulars 
of the cavalry skirmish at Madison Oourt-house, 
Va. Between seventy and eighty Oonfed- 
erates were killed and wounded,’ and 
about one hundred and seventy-five taken 
prisoners. A large amount of property was 
destroyed, and a train of army wagons, filled with 
stores, captured and brought within the Federal 
lines.

_ Social Effect of the War. 

The time must come when we shall see the 
end of this rebellion, and the consequent dis- 
banding of the greater portion of our armies 
now in the field, and itis mot inopportune to 
look at the return of our soldiers, and the ef- 
fect that they are destined to have on our 
general social condition.

What Bragg May Do. 

Some of our Western’ exchanges took a 
gloomy view of the results that might follow 
a “bad defeat” of Rosrcnans near Chatte- 
noogs. They ‘anticipated, in that case, a 
flank movement by Basge, that would bring | 
him -immediately northward again through 
Tennessee into Kentucky. And Rosronans, 
if beaten in battle, would not be able to follow 
and bead him off, as Gen. Burr. did s0 suc- 
cessfully on the former. occasion. 

A hypothesis giving:the enemy all the ad- 
vantages that could possibly’ be his ‘in’ the 
most favorable eventualities: of battle, and 
saving nothing to the Union arme. that cour- 
age. or fortune might secure, ‘leads very 
naturally to conclusions adverse to patriotism 
and the right. Bub:why. surrender in advance 
the whole case to'the enemy? Bnacc has not 
beaten Roszcrans so badly that he: can push 
by him without fear.. If he, has beaten him 
at all, it is at the cost of équal exhaustion. 
The Union army was driven back, but it is 
not accustomed to long retreats. Though it 
“ fell back” on Chattanooga aftertwo days’ 
fighting, it had spirit and. mobility enough, 
two. days later, to advance again to the 
enemy’s front, and effect'a much-desired 
reconnoissance of his position. The puis- 
sant Braee did not punish the impertinence— 
nor try. 

Again, even if Brace felt able to pass the 
army of Gen. Rostcasns, aod push for the 
Obio River, he would not find’ the road clear 
and the open, as he did before... Gen. 
Buxxsiwe the line of march he would 
have to pursue, and even if compelled to re- 
treat, this General could so embarrass Brage's: 
advance as to deprive it of the essential qual-:} 
ity. ee cad Cumberland Gap, in other 

hands, might at this time invite a damaging 
invasion of Kentucky’; but, now, just as a. 
sudden rush into that State would do harm, 
this gateway is closed, and the key isin loyal 
hands. 

On the whole, it: does not appear that Brien | 
cap reénact the campaign he performed last 
‘year, as that remarkable -episode 
was. If Rosrcnans is too much crippled to 
parsue, Basco is unquestionably too.much 
exhausted to march, as’ he would have’ ‘to 
march before entering Kentucky: The: auda- 
cious enterprise could hardly be put on foot 
before overwhélming masses could be thrown 
in the way, and the enemy met nearer to 
Chattanooga than.to Chaplin Hills. 

The danger in Tennessee is not that Brace 
will flank Roszcraws.as he did Buewt, and 
march North, but that he will, send cavairy 
raids to the rear and“ break the communica- 
tions of Rosscnins with Nashville. Such a 
movement would compel Roszorans to weak- 
en his front to,pretect his rear,and the great 
extent of line to be guarded, though threaten- 
ed by only a small portion of the foe, might 
so weaken his garrison at Chattanooga as to 
rendét its hold of that place doubtful. Let 
the Government see to it that communica- 
tions are kept.open between Rosrcrays and 
Nashville, and Buage will porgpa, fa, Gate.

the capture of this steamer, by Admiral 
Wuxts, produced “if England a degree of 
harsh commentary, which is likély to be soft. 
ened, if not reversed, when the grounds of 
her recent condemnation by a United States 
‘Court shall have become known and under- 
stood. We have received a stenographic re- 
port of the trial, which is now being printed 
for tranamission,to Europe. It appears that 
for the’ purpose of avoiding deiay in the de- 
cision, Jadge Berrs deferred for the present 
the preparation of a written opinion. But 
we find, in the report above mentioned, the 
argument of Mr. E. Dszarizip Sure, the 
United States District-Attorney, setting forth, 
in a clear and compressed style, the facts and 
principles upon which the Government relied 
in the prosecution of the case. 

This address of the District-Attorney will 
be found in another part of to-day’s Tras. 
We make. room for it, because so.much of 
published opinion upon the snbject of this 
capture has: emanated from foreign and in- 
terested sources. 

The artifices whereby British tradesmen 
have sought to convey, through Nassau, Car- 
denas and Matamoras, contraband.of war to 
the States in insurrection against the Nation- 
al authority, are thoroughly exposed in ‘this 
argument. Judicial decisions ofthe Courts 
of Great Britain’ are brought to bear, with 
point and force. And while. the: able advo- 
| cate treats, with marked deference the rights 
of legitimate neutral trade, he proceeds to 
demonstrate, that by a destruction of papers 
and by other evidences of guilt, this particu- 
lar vessel unquestionably forfeited, under the 
accepted law of nations, all fair claim to the 
character of a lawful trader. 

The argument will be found interesting 
alike to the professional, the mercantile, and 
the’ popular ‘reader. A pérusal of it ‘will 
furnish a clear idea of the American side of 
thie judicial and diplomatic question. From 
tecent indications, as well as from the merits 
of the controversy, we are satisfied that the 
propriety of the condemnation will not be se- 
riously questioned either at home or sbroad.

"The Schleswig-Holstein Question Again. 
yf The great ‘grievance of “ Vaderlanders” 
hepa aha touch the impracticability 
of Germany—not so much 
the ditioelis oc getting rid of the thirty or 
forty despots who. divide and depress. their 
countrys the fact that the little Danigh 
y of Schleswig is not yet annexed to the 
Confederation. Swakesrxaiis says 
that ambition “ grows’ by what it ‘feeds on,” 
and the gradually increasing agevescions of 
the Federal Diet on the prerogatives of Den-'' 
mark are a verification of the udage. At first 
the aim of the Diet was limited:te redressing 
the’ wrongs’ of Holstein ' nd Lanenburg. 
They, it was averred, were ‘German 
Duchies, and, as such, the Band claimed the 
right of casting its egis over them. The ex- 
ercise of this right led to war and intermina- 
ble.diplomacy, until at length the Danish King 
sought to cut the northern gordian knot by 
issuing bis proclamation of last March, which 
guarantees, autonomy. and . legislative inde- 
pendence to his German possessions: His 
Majesty, of course, congratulated himself on 
having solved this Intricate problem, and sat- 
isfied the Confederation. The Confederation, 
however, was not.eo easily satisfied as Fraep- 
genio had concluded. It could not deny, ia- 
deed, that the’ King had dealt most liberally 
with the Teutonic Duchies—had conceded to 
them, in .fact, ® measure freedom. 
suchas no other portion of Germany 
enjoyed; but then what did tile dni 
and was 
‘The Diet, tet, indignant, 
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nations did not like to interfere; but if aggres- 
sion be perpetrated because the Danish King, 
will not accede to the requisition of the Diet 
touching. a province with which it has no 
right to ‘meddle, the ‘case will be different. 
Then Faspeare will find. many and powerful 
States ready to rush to his rescue. A French 
army may cross the Rhine and compel Prus- 
sia to) fight for her © existence.; a 
British. fleet might appear . in the 
Baltic to, co5perate ‘with the Danes.

sions. Before the Federal Executive, there- 
fore, determines on commencing hostilities 
against the Danish King, it-had better con- 
sider well whether it may not by doing so in- 
volve Germany in a war which will prove 
damgerous to. her: independence, and de- 
structive of her prosperity. 





The New Policy of the Prussiaa King. 

The reform project of the Austrian Kaiser 
has. been at once a source of pleasure and of 
alarm to Vou Bismarx and his master. Of 
alarm, lest it should. result in reducing Prus- 
sia to a secondary rank in the Confederation ; 
of pleasure; as affording them so excellent an 
opportunity for appealing to the Nation, and 
attempting to turn its attention from domestic 
grievances to external dangers. 

Since the conference at Gastein both Mon- 
arch and Minister have been concocting all 
sorts of schemes ‘for baffling Austria, and ex- 
tricating themselves from: the difficulties of 
their position. .. Their fears and: their antipa- 
thies have driven them to acts the most in- 
consistent. While they have lewered the 
dignity of Prussia by stooping to intrigue for 
an alliance with the great enemy of Germany ,;. 
while they have. proclaimed’ their dread and 
hatred of representative assemblies by dis-

solving the popular Chamber, they have dared. 
to address themselves to the pride and the 
patriotism of the masses in behalf of the pre- 
rogatives of their country. In the preamble 
‘to the decree of dissolution Wiitiim and his 
mentor thus’ labor to arouse the Anti-Aus- 
trian passions of the people and to render 
them oblivious of ‘royal and ministerial delin-
